THE FRANCO-BRITISH ADVANCE. 

ALL England follows with tense interest and pride the advance of the 
British and.French armies on the Somme. In those armies men of all 
creeds are united—drawn by a common impulse of loyalty; and the 
same sentiment and the same unity animate those whose lot it is to abide 
at home. Forif the loss will be common, so will the glory and the blessings 
of victory. Here, asin the fighting line, we know the vital nature of the 
causes for which the issue is joined, and we realise that none but the 
supreme 
the suffering and sacrifice that are assuredly entailed. There are many of 
our coreligionists on the Western front. and by the time that the battle 
takes on its perhaps inevitable extension there must be many, many Jewish 
families in these islands whose hopes and fears hang anxiously upon the 
issue. But they will bear themselves bravely under the trial, knowing all 
that is at stake for them and the civilisation of the world. The advance 
must be slow and the battle long, but at their end, we are convinced, lies 
the only result which Englishmen can admit or the heart of humanity

| 
ENLISTMENT OR DEPORTATION. | 
THE Government have resolved to settle the difficulty created by the 
presence in this country of Russian aliensof militaryage. These men are given 
the option of joining the British Army or submitting to deportation to Russia, 
For reasons.which we have already given, and which we need not labour 
here, we rejoice that our Russian coreligionists are to be afforded an oppor- 
tunity of serving with the British Colours. But we regret that the element of 
compulsion has been introduced in the form chosen. For this, how- 
ever, our Russian-born coreligionists) have themselves to thank. The 
HOME SECRETARY, to whose lot it fell to announce the new proposal, made 
it clear that while a not inconsiderable number of these allied aliens 
had enlisted, many more had not, and, in the interests of fair play and justice, 
pressure is to be applied to those who still hold aloof. Although we 
appreciate the motive, we cannot pretend to any satisfaction at the manner 
in which that compulsion is to be, in effect, exercised. Sending back to Russia 
Jews who fled to these shores for asylum or even for the sustenance which 
was denied them in their homeland, jars harshly on the mind. It is a heart- 
rending break with the past, though, to be sure, the whole war has been a 
resounding crash of past ideals, and the Jew alone cannot expect to be 
exempted. The break we should have preferred, however, would have been 
one in a different direction, which would have contemplated making of these 
aliens British subjects, and thus placing them at once on a line in point of 
conscription with those born in this country, The Government has agreed 
that those who enlist shall, ipso facto, become British ‘citizens at the end 
of the war. It could surely go a step further and make British citizens of 
all who are now called upon to be soldiers, and we do not imagine any 
difficulty would have been raised by Russia to such a step. Men who are 
good enough to be enlisted, and who are bound on enlistment to take the 
oath of allegiance, should be good enough to be naturalised. But even as 
things are our Russian coreligionists need not return to the country of their 
birth. They can, if they wish, enlist in the British Army, receiving all the 
privileges of the native soldier. That, as compared with deportation to 
Russia and even service in the Russian Army, is an advantage not to be 


interests of mankind— of all creeds alike—could warrant 


lightly accounted, and it should be a pleasure and a pride to our Russian» 


coreligionists here to seize the opportunity of showing the affection they 
undoubtedly feel for this country, while at the same time establishing 
beyond challenge their right to become British subjects, 

SOME PRACTICAL CONSIDERATIONS. 


WHATEVER we may feel on the point we have alluded to above it is our 


- duty to make the very best of the Government scheme as it is at the moment. 


We observe that it is intended to establish a special tribunal to deal with 
these cases, and we hope that that body will be manned by persons of tact, 
imagination, knowledge, insight, and sympathy. The tribunal will have a 


| 


difficult task, and one which may well involve several ulterior questions of a | 


‘serious character. The consideration to be shown to “ political refugees” 


(a phrase which the Government does not define) will tax its ability 
to the utmost. We take it for granted that several Jews will be 
appointed as members, for it takes a Jew, and preferably one if not 
of immediate foreign extraction then one who is in constant touch with 


the alien element, to understand the soul of the Jews who are now to be 


enlisted, At the same time we would press upon the authorities the desirability 
of allowing Russian Jews to serve, as far as possible together, a prin. 
ciple that has already been recognised in the case of English Jews. If 
a Jewish unit had to-day been in existence, the new recruits could have 
‘been drafted into it. The procedure would thus have been simplified, 
and the compulsion have been more welcome. Since, however, that 
is, we fear, not now practicable, steps should certainly be taken to give 
the Russo-Jewish recruits, to the utmost of possibility, the opportunity of 
fellowship with their coreligionists. This would immensely ease the posi- 
tion all round, besides facilitating the despatch of comforts to the age 
‘There is, inthis country at this moment, a gentlemen—Mr. JABOTINSKY— 
who was instrumental in the formation of the Zion Mule Corps—a body 
ntirely of Russian Jews, as well as the commander of 


this corps, Col. PATTERSON, who is also in England.

could be used for some such plan as we have suggested, or in some related 
capacity. Let us only add aword of hope that our Russian coreligionists wil} 
turn the present opportunity to the highest accéunt. They missed a glorious 
chance to strike a resounding blow for the Jewish cause when the possibility of 
voluntary enlistment was first held out. But they can still. make history— 
still make this a grand and memorable hour in Jewish annals—if they will 
€ven now rally with hearty goodwill to the British colours, and thus render 
compulsion itself, to say nothing of deportation, a dead letter. The 
Council of the English Zionist Federation, it is interesting to note, with 
commendable insight of the whole situation, has issued a manifesto in this 
sense. Such opportunities come rarely toany people. It depends upon our 
Russian brethren themselves whether they will promote their own best. 
interests and those of their brothers in the land of the TSAR, as well as those 
which all Israel holds most dear, or whether they will raise a cloud which 
will darken the Jewry of the world for many a long day to come. 


SOLUTION OR DISSOLUTION ? 


A SHORT interview with Mr. ISRAEL ZANGWILL, which is printed in 
another column, refers to an interesting and often debated question— 
the question whether the solution of that part of the Jewish 
question, involved in the much-desired grant of equality to Jews, 
dissolution of the Jewish people in_ its 
corporate capacity as a result of the assimilation wkich equality 
seems naturally to breed. ‘ MENTOR,” in an illuminating article last 
week, showed that liberty to the Jew may cost the Jew his “ job in 
the world,” with the result that while it would prove a material boon it would 
also entail a moral, as well as national, loss. Mr. ZANGWILL, in his new 
book, “The War for the World,”—a remarkable work just published 
by Messrs. Heinemann—hints at a very similar dilemma. The emanci- 
pation of the Russian Jew will overthrow the ring-fence of persecu- 
tion within which the Jewish. race has been conserved, so that the 
solution of the Jewish problem, “unless accompanied by the accession 
of a core of ‘nationality under a federal concept,” might well be 
the dissolution of the Jew. This, again, inevitably raises the further 
. question of whether a people or a creed which can only survive 
under the ordeal of persecution is worth preserving at all, and 
Mr. ZANGWILL replies with an emphatic “No.” We are not at all 
sure that the hypothesis upon which the argument rests is unchallengeable. 
Just as Mr. ZANGWILL conceives the necessity for what he calls a National 
core, which will preserve Jews and Judaism, so it is possible to conceive 
local cores which, so far as their influence extends, would have like 
effect. The Jews of Holland, for instance, have long been free. But 
assimilation has not worn the Dutch community away, and a con- 
siderable body remains unaffected by it from generation to genera- 
tion. Who can say that a similar, and probably larger, core would not be 
found in other bigger communities say of Russia and the United States ? 
The Jews, in the aggregate, would be fewer—they would become a some- 


what smaller minority among the nations than they always have 
been. But their mission could be persevered with none the less. 
Indeed, it might well te argued that it could be prosecuted 


with greater force and efficiency, deprived, as each “core” would be, 
of its weaker and more compromising elements. History tells us of a time 
when but seven thousand in Israel remained, “all the knees which have not 
bowed unto Baal, and every mouth which hath not kissed him.” Yet from 
that strong root rose the millions which have carried on the Jewish task, 
and for whose “Judaism ’’ we are now urged to have a care to-day lest it 


wither in the icy blasts of freedom. :

But if it were true that even a “ remnant of Israel could not survive 
in conditions of liberty,” we should not necessarily regard that as an indict- 
ment of Judaism or Jewry. It sounds plausible to argue that a body 
which can only live on the rack is not worth preserving, and an organism 
which must.cut itself or be cut with knives—which must be ill in order to 
be well—may not seem deserving of perpetuation. But after all we must. 
ask ourselves what this freedom is which may prove so fatal for the Jews ; 
and a moment’s thonght will show that this liberty is really another 
word for violent belligerency—the belligerency of a series of moral 
influences violently assaulting the loyalty of the Jew. In this sense 
it is the Pale of Settlement which is the real peace, and itis the transi- 
tion to liberty which lets loose a host of formidable enemies. Is 
it, then, really a reflection upon any people or creed .if those enemies, 
now subtle, now more gross and palpable, should undermine and 
finally destroy the organism which is exposed to their attack? Is not that. 
fate liable to overtake any body of men or thought when the circumstances 
become $0 strong as to “break through” their resistance? Even in such 
case, however, we ought not to be deterred from proceeding with our 
demands for Jewish emancipation. We entirely agree with Mr. ZANG- 
WILL that the question of Jewish rights is primarily a question of civilisa- 
tion rather than a Jewish question. We must by all means persist in our 
demand for those rights. But let us not neglect the question of the preserva- 
tion of the Jewish nation and religion (as distinct from the liberation of 
individual Jews) and treat it as a question apart—the real Jewish question, 
par excellence. The emancipation of the Jew settles the question of the 
Jewish individual's right to civie freedom and happiness. To save the Jewish 
nation from the foes which this liberty would unchain is another matter, 


| That, and that alone, is the Jewish question, and while we do not think that it

should bafile solution, its possibility, we believe, will not be lessened but indeed 
may be infinitely enhanced by the Jew being free from the carking cares and 
worrying distractions inseparable from a state of disability and persecution, 
We would add only this; what we have written above-leaves totally out of 
account the element of the Divine purpose to preserve the Jewish people, 
to say nothing of that “will to Jive” which has animated Jewry for 
thousands of years. It leaves out of account, too, the necessity for the 
world and humanity at large of Israel's existence, a need which in itself is 
likely to insure it. In other words, we have faith that so long as the Jew 
has not done his job in the world—to employ “ MENTOR's phrase—there 
will, in the natural order of things, remain forces that will prevent his 
disappearance. And, after all, are not these—the religious and the 
natural—the truly dominant forces in the whole question ?

A TRIBUTE BY THE REV. A. A. GREEN. 

It is nota little difficult in the first moments of a keen bereavemént to inter- 
pret with any clearness the impressions of a mind which is more dazed than clear, 
and, therefore, an attempted appreciation of Cecil Hart may possibly fail to co 
him justice. He was a young man of fine personality, many gifts, and exalted 
character. He was a good Jew anda good Englishman. Like so many of his 
friends, at a time when he might have sought leisure and recreation in the midst 
of very hard work, he gave every spare moment to the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, of 
which he was one of the most efficient of officers, idolised by his boys and dearly 
loved by all with whom he came into contact. At the outbreak of the war, he 
obtained a commission, his promotion being very rapid, and had he been spared 
there was every prospect of his rising high. He entered as a law student in the 
Inner Temple, and had been successful in all his Bar examinations, and was on 
the eve of being “‘called” when he enlisted in the Duke of Wellington’, 
West Riding Regt. He had spent nineteen months in France, had been through 
many actions, and was killed on the Ist July. He was the only son of Mr. and 
Mrs M. A. Hart, of 12, Alexandra Mansions, West End Lane, who will receive 
the profound sympathy of the community in the loss of their gifted son. 


A LEEDS STUDENT'S SELF-SACRIFICE. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 


LEEDs., 

At the monthly meeting of the Education Committee, Alderman F. Kinder 
mentioned that the Principal of the Training College had received a letter from a 
former student, stating that another former student, Lance-Corporal Goldberg, of 
the King’s Royal Riftes, had laid down his life at the Front. Goldberg had run out 


to bring in a colleague who was badly wounded. He was turning round to carry © 


the man over the parapet, when he was shot through the head by a German 
sniper. Alderman Kinder said he thought that particularly as so much had been 
said about the Jews not enlisting in sufficient numbers, it ought to be known that 
a Jewish boy, who was a student at the College, had laid down his life in so 
heroic a manner. Lance-Corporal H. Goldberg, who was only twenty years old, 
was the son of Mrs. Julius Goldberg, of 69, Bayswater Place, Roundhay Road. 
He won a scholarship at the Lovell Road Council School and entered the Train- 
ing College in 1914. Heenlisted in the King’s Royal Rifles in December last 
year and went to the front on May 6th, Mrs. Goldberg has also three brothers 


serving in the army. 


Flis mother has received several letters from members of the regiment, speak - 
ing of the bravery of her son. The platoon sergeant, after describing the inci- 
dent, savs :—‘‘ He was a fearless and cheerful soldier, and all his officers regard 
his death as a very great loss to the Company. He was just about to receive 
another promotion.” The Captain of the regiment wrote :—‘I was close 
besides your. son, and was actually looking into his face when he was struck on 
the right temple by an explosive bullet and died immediately. He was. burried 
last night, and the service was read over him by a man of the Jewish faith.” The 
writer refers to Corporal Goldberg as “one of the bravest men I have ever met.”

BY MENTOR. 


The New Board. 


6 i HE new Board has held its first meeting and the question adumbrated 
a few weeks ago—'‘Is it New? ’—recurs in view of the fact that the 
freshly-elected deputies have got to work. To the observer who 

casually watched the first gathering it almost certainly revealed 
little in point of novelty. The indolent reliance upon the conventional, the 
laisser-faire attitude, the slavish deference to precedent which is the sure 
mark of haphazard carelesaness, as it has become the recognised 
characteristic of the Board of Deputies, were patent in these delegates 
fresh from constituencies many of them had never seen. If not true, the 
story is well told, which avers that more than one deputy, preliminary to 
taking his seat at the Board's first meeting, made enquiry of the Solicitor 
and Secrerary as to what place he represented. That the full information 
had been previously circulated does not negative the possibility of the 
story. It only accentuates the listlessness with which some of these 
deputies regard the position they occupy. The elections for the posts of 
honorary office were matters of course, for the best of all possible reasons, 
in accordance with a hallowed tradition of the Board which it shares with 
other Jewish institutions, that: those nominated had been there before— 


manyatime. One might go onwith item after item of the proceedings ; with, 


for instance, the typical suggestion that if a Deputy does not think any 
more of his duties than not to attend a meeting of the Board thrice during 
the year, his constituency should be told about him. Thrice during the 
year! Or, one might note far more seriously the fact that a recrudescence 
of the infamous Blood Libel was reported: to have taken place 
in these islands, and that the Board travelled past that point 
on the agenda without recording in formal resolution its sense 
of the conduct of the Irish Priest who was responsible for the 
foul statements. That did not show a worthy, a true Jewish spirit 
on the part of the Board. The Blood Libel is not a thing that can be 
properly dealt with by quasi-private negotiation; to truckle with it 
privately and confidentially is to give it if not a show of countenance 
then the possibility in the eyes of the malicious or deluded wretches that 
indulge it a semblance of there being something in it we desire shall not 
see the light of day. A Jewish body should stamp upon the Blood Libel 
whenever it meets it, with the energy with which any sane person would in 
self-defence stamp upon the viper whose glistening, slimy fangs were seeking 
him—stamp upon it in the hope of crushing it out of hand without parley, 
without the delay of an instant. Not amember of the Board, it may be 


taken for granted, felt the remotest tenderness to the poisonous filth that 


had been served up in an English-printed magazire. But the habit of 
doing things in the dark instead of the light, the proneness of working in 
the hey-presto-magic-shut-your-eyes-open-your-mouths-and-see-how-clever 


—(and influential) —we are style—that was too strong a tradition to be 


overcome by the Board. Clearly the new Board has a strong family 
likeness to those that have been its progenitors. 


HIS was perhaps natural in any case. In the circumstances in which 
the Board was elected it was to be fully anticipated. A past, even a 
a bad past is not broken with so easily, and we must be as patient and lenient 
with those who are struggling to free themselves of error as with those who 
persist in the evilof their ways. But, there are signs not a few that the 
Board of Deputies is showing af inclination to better things. I am in- 
formed that this is the opinion of Mr. D. L. Alexander, a capable critic, 
in all sooth, of the potentialities of his Board. It is currently reported 
that the President deems the present delegates better fitted for carry- 
ing on the work entrusted to the body over which he persists in acting as 
Chairman (as well as being President) than any that preceded it since he 
has occupied his exalted office, The popular notion of the President of 
the Board is, I imagine, like most such notions, somewhat wide of the 
truth. He is thought of as an intransigeant wedded to precedent 
and bound to tradition, anxious for nothing but to tread the 
old paths and travel upon well-worn lines. No one would more 
energetically contest this estimate of him than Mr. Alexander 
himself. For he always pictures himself as broad-minded to all opinions, 
tolerant to all suggestions, and receptive to any reforms, however violent, 
that possess the merit of improvement and betterm nt. No man can be 
altogether different from the figure which the mirror he holds up before him- 
self conveys to him; even a distorting mirror will not lie utterly. And, the 
plea Mr. Alexander has for years set up against any of the changesin the 
Board, its constitution or its methods which are so urgently needed, has 
been to point to its matéricl. That Mr. Alexander, as the report goes, 
has. carried away from the first meeting of the new Board the conviction 
that the time is ripe for some drastic changes, is an implied compliment to 
the quality of the Deputies. 


HE opportunity for these changes may perhaps be afforded by the Com- 
mittee which is to recommend alterations necessary in the bye-laws. 

It is to be hoped that these recommendations will, «ter alia, provide the 
Board with aChairmanof its meetings, whois not at the sametime responsible 
for the administrative work of the institution. It must, one would suppose, 
recommend, too, thatthe Board should be possessed of a Secretary unhampered 
by the fact of his being at the same time the Board’s Solicitor; a duality that 
reminds one of nothing so much as—(perhaps I have said so before; if so 
I have forgotten. But if that be so, it is a tribute to the appositeness of

The thing is ridiculous. It would be tragic if it wére not so abundantly 
laughable. How laughable it is can be measured by the fact that its 
ridiculousness overwhelms the tragedy of it. The Conjoint Committee, we 
hear on all hands, is just now showing much “liveliness.” Yet the Board 
has not, or rather the Deputies have not, the remotest idea of what it is 
committing the community to, or whether it is, in the view of the Board, 
proceding on the way that leads to success, or again, whether it is proceeding 
along the path that must take us to darkness and damnation. So far as 
the Board is concerned, it is pursuing a policy of trust—trust in those who 
by. their past record in such matters or by their special experience in them 
have not the remotest right to claim it. The Board, hence, has not the 
remotest right to give it. The Deputies should repose trust in themselves 
built upon knowledge with which the Conjoint Committee should supply | 
them. To the three points there set forth the Bye Laws Sub-Committee 
And perhaps 
to one other, for it may find that all these subjects are outside its purview 
under the constitution of the Board. If so, it should get them within or 
devise some bye law that will. 


R. D. L. ALEXANDER is, let us hope, correct in the estimate 
imputed to him of the new Board. There are signs of an 
awakening when we find quite a respectable minority, in point of numbers. 
supporting Mr. Rowson. That was a manifestation of discontent at things 
as they are, and discontent at things as they are is the first sign of the 
possibility of coming improvement.

PROVINCIAL ADMINISTRATORS AND THE JEWS. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 


PETROGRAD. 
From all accounts that reach this city it is evident that the spirit of union 
among all nationalities, which even many of our former enemies now preach, is 
only slowly penetrating among the provincial administrators. At Smolensk the 
Jews had to invoke the help of the Governor to save them from barmful acts of 
the police, who posted special placards setting forth the offences of a few 
individual Jews in dealing in intoxicating drinks. The Governor recognised the 
unwarranted character of the action of the police and took immediate steps to 
event further action of the kind. The Commissioner of Police of Bolgrad 
Bessarabia) was with great difficulty persuaded that there were no Jewish spies in 
the town, and only accepted the assurance of a Jewish deputation after its members 
had knelt and sworn that our coreligionists were innocent of all charges brought 
against them. 3 


MEATLESS DAYS IN RUSSIA.

| PETROGRAD. 
The Duma Committee in charge of the Bill which provides for four meatless 
days in the week in Russia (mamely on Mondays, Wednesdays, Thursdays, and 
Fridays), and for the prohibition of the slaughtering of cattle on Tuesdays, 
Thursdays, and Fridays, has had under consideration the amendment introduced by 
Deputy Bomash, which was framed to enable Jews to sell kosher meat on Fridays 
(instead of Saturdays) and on the eve of Jewish holy days. The amendment was 
lost, but the proposal to declare all orthodox fast days as general meatless days 
was also rejected. | 


RESTRICTIONS OF RUSSIAN JEWISH LAWYERS.

PETROGRAD, 


The well-known Kieff lawyer, M. Barsky (who also defended Beilis), headed 
a deputation of lawyers to the Minister of Justice to ask him to remove the 
restrictions in force for their Jewish colleagues. The Minister, however, replied 
that he could not at present abolish the percentage norm established for Jewish 
lawyers. 


JEWS IN RUSSIAN VILLAGES.

PETROGRAD. 

In the province of Nijni-Novgorod Jewish refugees were permitted to reside 
in fifteen villages and ten towns. The Governor of Kostroma received a petition 
from the local Christian Refugees’ Care Committee asking him to permit Jews to 
On the other hand, the Governors of Perm and Kursk 
expressed disinclination to permit Jews to settle in the villages, and the Governor 
of Tula has altogether prohibited any more Jewish refugees to reside in his 
province, 


JEWISH LITERATURE IN RUSSIA. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 
PETROGRAD. 
The war has had a great effect on Hebrew and Yiddish publications in this 
country. According to official statistics no other literature has suffered so greatly. 
Whereas in 1914, there were 538 Yiddish and 429 Hebrew publications, in 1915 
there were only 82 Yiddish and 111 Hebrew publications. In 1914, the Yiddish 
and Hebrew publications appeared in 1,665,946 and 788,560 copies respectively, 
whereas in 1915, only 309,120 Yiddish and 167,200 Hebrew copies were printed. 


RELIGIOUS EDUCATION IN TORONTO. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ] 


TORONTO, 

When the public schools close for the long vacation, the Hebrew and 
Religion Classes hold their annual prize distribution. 

The Holy Blossom Synagogue is unique in having Sunday Classes attached 
thereto. These are under the supervision of the Rev. S. Jacobs and are managed 
by Mrs. Levetus, who takes the liveliest interest in her work and is ably assisted by 
eleven voluntary teachers. There are175 pupils. Mr. Jacobs held a confirmation 
recently, and was presented by the confirmees with a thanksgiving souvenir, On 
the 17th June he celebrated his silver wedding and received many presents from 
friends, the principal being a silver ‘set of 170 pieces by the trustees of the 
synagogue. 
Sunday classes for girls are held by Mr. E. Scheuer at the Zionist Institute. 
Mr. Scheuer, who has devoted forty years to educational work, opened these 
classes eight years ago, beginning with seventy-two pupils. This number has 
now increased to 351, with an average attendance of 329. The classes are held in 
seventeen divisions under honorary teachers, formerly pupils, and all the expenses 
are defrayed by Mr. Scheuer, who moreover gives special instruction on Tuesdays 
to adults. : 

The Talmud Torah Hebrew Classes meet daily, payments being exacted. 
from parents who*ate able to contribute. The buildings have of late been 
renovated through the generosity and instrumentality of the President, Mr. L. 
Levinsky, and the methods of instruction have been modernised on plans laid 
down by the Chairman, Mr. W. Benscher. Although the lack of suitable 
English-speaking teachers makes it impossible to give instruction throughout in 
this language, the use of Yiddish has been curtailed where possible and Hebrew 
bas been substituted, even in the Kindergarten opened six months ago. There 
are 256 boys and 99 girls under five teachers in eleven classes, The curriculum 
runs from the rudiments of Hebrew to Rashi and Gemorah,

DR. FRIEDENWALD RESIGNS FROM AMERICAN 
JEWISH COMMITTEE, 


Dr. Harry Friedenwald, who has been a member of the American Jewish 
Committee from its inception, has resigned from that body. In the letter in 
which he gives his reasons for this step, he writes :— 


Since the beginning of the war it has become increasingly manifest that the methods 
of the Committee were inadequate and that the Committee waa not wha to 
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be-—a body representative of American Jews, voicing their sentiments and their wishes : 
and varies out their will, The Committee deliberately closed its ears to popular [ 
demands and frowned upon the of the views of the people, views which did 
not coincide, it is true, with those of the Committee, or, more properly speaking, of a 
few gentlemen who took upon themselves the solution of all our problems and trusted 
themselves with the sole care of the future of our people. . . . A class of Jewry is 
raged against the overwhelming masses—the organised masses which have so lon 
been silent. I see no likelihood that they will become united in the near future. I wis 
to remove all doubt as to which side has my sympathy. Those of us who feel that their 
life is part of the throbbing, anxious, suffering Jewish life belong to that body which is 
<y ee self-expression in the Congress movement, I no difficulty in making | 
ce. 
, . Mr. Lonis Marshall, the President, and Dr. Cyrus Adler, the Chairman: of | 
the Executive Committee of the American Jewish Committee, in a long letter to 
Dr. Friedenwald, write :— 
You and your sew found associates, some of whom have but recently discovered 
that they were Jews, seem to have fallen into the strange error of supposing that the 
people, on whose behalf we are concerned in the present crisis, live in the United States. 
It is the people who suffer in the war zone and who live in lands of oppression whom we 
desire to rescue. Never has. whisper been heard that they repudiate or even criticise 
the American Jewish Committee or its work. Those you claim to represent live in this 
country, but, as a majority of them originate from Russia and other lands of misery, you 
with them assume that because they are personally nearer to the problem they are better 
fitted to solve it. Thefeeling may be natural, but this fact does not at the judg- 
ment of those who entertain it is infaltible or even reasonable. grave problem 
before us is simple. Its practical solution ig the difficulty. Up to this point, you and 
your associates instead of calmly in conference addressing yourself to the solution have 
expended a great part of your energies in forming combinations and taking steps deliber- 
ately designed to destroy the American Jewish Committee. Your conscience doubtless 
we this course. - If the members of the Committee did represent the comfortable 
and were a part of it, your solution could be readily approved by them. But 
though their voices may not have been so loud with respect to the misery of their 
« bgethren they cannot forbear efforts to relieve it, and no abuse, calumny or misrepresen- 
tation will cause them to abandon a duty to which they have devoted themselves. To 
take the action which you have taken would seem to the great majority of the members 
of the Committee an ignoble shirking of individual and communal duty and a betrayal 
of Judaism and of common humanity, « 


JEWISH YOUNG MEN’S CLUB AT WINNIPEG. 


The Montefiore Club, Winnipeg, is the only Jewish organisation in Canada that 
includes a summer camp in its operations. The idea originated some three years 
ago-with members who had come from England. The President, Mr. Alec Barish, 
was born in Liverpool, and the Vice-President and Secretary are natives of 
London. Theclub roomsare freely granted to all Jewish institutions in Winnipeg, 
and everything it possesses has either been presented or bought by the members, 
as donations are not accepted from non-members. Recently the club organised 
a dance in aid of the funds of the Returned Soldiers’ Association. 


THE SOUTH AFRICAN JEWISH ORPHANAGE. 


The annual meeting of the Jewish Ladies’ Communal League and South 
African Jewish Orphanage was held recently at Johannesburg. The Orphanage 
has had a windfall in the shape of the large sum of £998, which was realised by a

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THE CHIEF RABBI ON | 
JEWISH MYSTICISM. 


The Chief Rabbi contributes an article, giving an historic survey of Jewish 
Mysticism, to the current issue of the Hibbert Journal. He sets out with a 
glance at two mystic teachings—on the Creation and the hereafter. Touching the 
yeachings of the Cabala concerning the hereafter, Dr. Hertz says :— 


Here we meet with the doctrine of metempsychosis, the transmigration of souls, of 
which there is not a trace in Bible or Talmud. Ali souls, we are told, are pre-existent. 
Each is destined to be subjected to the test whether, after its earthly sojourn, it 
returns uncontaminated to the Divine Source. If tainted, the soul is doomed to 
reinhabit a body tili through repeated trials its purification is complete. 
Through the sinfulness of man, causing souls to be born again, the far greater portion of 
mankind are old souls. New souls rarely cometo earth. The Redemption is thereby 
postponed ; for the spiritual completion of the world, the Great Jubilee, can only come 
with the birth of the Messiah, who is the lastin the heavenly storehouse of souls to 
enter bodily, earthly life. Sin and hell will then disappear, and Satan himself become 
a good angel, for there is nothing eternal if not on the side of good. 


Dr. Hertz proceeds to discuss the origin of this system and claims that an even 


larger number of scholars are at last recognising that Jewish mysticism has its. 


sources in Jewish antiquity; that it develops according to inner laws; and that it 
runs parallel to and in constant inter-action with the other currents of Jewish life. 
The Chief Rabbi traces the growth of Jewish mysticism from Bible times, dealing 
in detail with the Sefer Yetzirah, and remarks that both systematic Cabala and 
medieval Jewish philosophy have their starting-point in commentaries on 
Yetzirah, The Zohar is also dealt with at length aad particularly the question 
‘of the editorship and part-authorship of the work. He asserts that:— 

Recent scholarship is les$ disposed than ever to dogmatise on this subject. The 
Zohar is certainly not the product ofa single author or of a single period, but of many 
authors, periods, and civilisations. It is more a corpus of mystical lore than a 
single book. The body of the book is ostensibly a commentary on the Pentateuch, 
a commentary interrupted by a series of fragments which it incorporates at one time in 
the margin and at others in the middle of the discourse. Some of these fragments are no 
doubt very old, embodying mystic Midrashim, cryptic speculations from Geonic and pre- 
Geonic times, with echoes of Hindu teaching even; others seem to be nearly a century 
later than De Leon. 


The view of life and of the universe in the Zohar is, says Dr. Hertz, funda- 
mentally optimistic. He follows the history of Jewish mysticism through its later 
manifestations, including the Chassidic movement, and remarks, in conclusion, that 
“to ignore Cabala .. . is to leave unexplored large portions of the map of Jewish 
life and thought; that to remain ignorant of Jewish mysticism is largely to fail to 
grasp one of the distinctive sides of the Jewish genius and one of the greatest 
driving forces in Jewish history.” 


The Prayer Book in its Relation to Judaism. 


Rabbi Professor H. GOLLANCZ, in the course of his sermon at the Bayswate’ 
Synagogue on Sabbath last, remarked as follows:—Amid the trials and risks 
through which, religiously speaking, our community is now passing, the internal 
peace of the community is of the highest moment, and has to be jealously guarded. 
For this purpose it should be clearly understood that discussion on various 
internal matters, even on matters of ritual, need not imply dissension in the camp, 
nor need the expressed desire to be uplifted and enlightened on the part of earnest 
men and women be construed into a lack of the true Jewish spirit. Iam speaking 
to-day generally, and not simply and solely with reference to the slight changes 
contemplated in the Order of Service here, changes in unessentials, of course ; and 
what is essential or unessential in matters of ritual has to be determined ultimately 
by those who know, not by those who know not and cannot be expected to know. 
But even in this connection the principleholds good, that by discussion the truth is 
brought to light. : 

Remember this great principle; do not forget it. Truth appears to vary 
according to its interpreters ; in reality it does not vary. One thing is certain: 
true. Judaism is above pettiness, and rests on a broad and firm foundation. 
Personally I have no sympathy with extremists of either side, and I certainly do 
not agree with anyone who holds that it would be sacrilege to omit a single word 
or passage from the Prayer Baok. 
so different that I cannot subscribe to the doctrine that, if slight changes be 
introduced into the service for the better ordering of public worship, true 
Judaism will become a matter of the past, that such action will mean digging a 

. grave for Judaism. I would caution you against such rash and unreasonable con- 
clusions, and bid you believe that while such and similar problems are determined 
under constituted authority, you need have no fear for the stability and durability 
of our time-honoyred religion. 

I neither demand nor require such changes for myself; but we have to take 
others into consideration and not be seifish ; we have to be kind and considerate 
to others, to be sympathetic with their requirements and aspirations, when they 
are presented to us and formulated in a respectful and earnest manner. We have 
to be a good deal more tolerant in regard to those differently constituted than 
some of us Jews, I know, are; and, Heaven knows, if any one should show 
toleration with his neighbour it is the Jew, who has suffered, and is suftering still, 
from the want of it! Tolerance, to my mind, is the refinement of religion. Now 
I say to you, trust your leaders and all will be well. Continue to trust fully those 
whose life-long work it has been to study and deal with such questions; or you 
should never have appointed them to the positions they now hold. 

While the Jewish Prayer Book naturally contains much of the principles and 
teachings of the Jewish Faith, the Jewish Faith stands high above the Prayer 
Book ; it may develop independently of it; it dare not be confounded with it. But 
more than all else, the respect and homage we bestow upon the Prayer Book dare 
not lead us into the error of offering it a sort of idol-worship; it dare not be made 
to form the altar for idolatry; to be looked upon and treated asa fetish. The 
Prayer Book dare not claim for itself what is even denied by some of the most 
earnest, devout, and religious minds to the Holy Scriptures themselves namely 

The Prayer Book is a growth, and so is the mind of man. The Prayer Book 
was made by man for man; man was not made for the Prayer Bock. It was 
intended to be a help to the prayerful soul in holding communion with its Maker - 

it was intended to help him in his endeavour to give expression to his feelings and 
wishes; and for this purpose the set prayer, and the manner in which it is pre- 
sented for his guidance, must appeal to him, must be the embodiment of bis own 
thoughts and aspirations, which he is too weak and unlearned to translate into 
words. The set prayer and the method of recital dare not be at variance with his 
Own views ; otherwise, the result of his so-called service will be not to draw him 
Bearer to God, but to draw him further away from God.

JEWISH HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


A meeting of the Society was held on Monday in ‘the Mocatta Library, 

On the motion of Mr. ELKAN N, ADLER, who presided, Sir Lionel 
Abrahams, K.C.B., was unanimously elected President for the session 1916—17, 


Mr. GUSTAVE TUCK, in proposing a vote of thanks to the retiring President, 
said that the Rev. Dr. Stokes had, during his two years of office, shed lustre on 
the Society. The motion was seconded by Mr. B. Kiscu and carried. 

Dr. CHARLES DuscHINSKY read a paper entitled “The Rabbinate of the 
Great. Synagogue from 1756—1842.” The paper dealt with the history (from 
1650) of the various Jewish Communities, their personalities, scholars, benefactors, 
and cranks. Incidents in the careers of the Rabbis of the Duke's Place Syna- 
gogue were related. An amusing one was attributed to Chief Rabbi Hirschell. 
It was said that a prizefighter became a religious man through one kindly act of 
the Rabbi. On a certain Sabbath, the Rabbi wore a long white silk robe, and 
once so clad he was, while on his way to Synagogue, attacked by a few hooligans. 
The Jewish prizefighter saw this and dispersed the crowd, Thereupon the Rabbi 
took hts rescuer’s arm and walked with him to the Synagogue. On being 
reproached for having in this way shown appreciation of one who publicly trans- 
gressed the Law, the Chief Rabbi answered: “ The path of repentance is open to 
all.” It is reported that from that day the prizefighter became an observant Jew. 
Rabbi Solomon Hirschell was of commanding appearance in his long robe and 
broad hat, but was rarely seen except on his way to and from Synagogue. He 
lived an ascetic life, and for years did not eat meat from Sabbath to Sabbath, and 
fasted every Monday and Thursday. He was able to save £14,000, which was 
the amount he left at his death, in 1842, in his eighty-first year. :

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Jews’ Temporary Shelter. 
ANNUAL MEETING. 
The annual meeting was held on Sunday, at 82, Leman Street. 


Mr. HERMANN LANDAU, the President, referred in his opening remarks to 
‘he shortened report of the work of the institution—a report in which it was 
practically impossible adequately to give an appreciation of excellent work per- 
formed, day and night, by the honorary and salaried officials, They gave, said 
the Chairman, of their substance and time to alleviate human woes, and were 
as ready to-day as they were when the institution was first established to continue 
in that direction. During the past year their ordinary work had been interrupted 
by the advent of the Belgian refugees. When those refugees first came to 
England, an appeal went forth to the community, and something like 
£50,000 was collected. Then followed the refugees from Russia, 
and it was found impossible to continue to assist the Belgians; but 
the Local Government Board came to their assistance and contributed to 
their needs. The Shelter had been very unfortunate in the loss of the late 
Lord Rothschild. He was the mainstay of the institution and his assistance was 
never sought in vain. When the Belgian appeal was before the public Lord 
Rothschild started it with a splendid donation of £10,000. Another member of 
that famous House of Rothschild—Mr. Leopold de Rothschild—was often at the 
Shelter, seeing for himself the work performed there. Mr. Ernst Schiff was 
another good friend whose wonderful work at the Poland Street Refuge was more 
than appreciated. With regard to the call to military service of their Russian 
and Polish coreligionists of military age, Mr. Landau said he did not share the 

view of those who were despondent of the position of the Jews in Russia. The 

alliance of Russia, France, Italy, and England must end in triumph for civilisa- 
tion. If the Jews took their part in the struggle they would have more 
claim to the liberty of their coreligionists in Russia. Russia would no 
longer be the great bugbear all over the world. The bulk of the Russians 
required equal rights for the Jews. 

Russian Jew (of military age) to offer himself for service in the British 
Army. By so doing, the path would be made easier after the war 
for their naturalisation by the British Government, When the liberty 
they all looked for reigned in Russia and Rumania they would probably have to 
close the Shelter. He paid a tribute to the work of the Ladies’ Committee, and. 
suggested that, in recognition of that work they should have the right to be 
represented on the Gentlemen's Committee. The loss to the institution of the 
late Mr. S. Trenner was keenly felt, and in the place of Mr. Lehman they had 
elected as Hon. Secretary, Mr, George Merzbach,-who had shown already his 
sympathy with the work, Mr. Landau moved the adoption of the report and 
balance-sheet, 

Mr. OTTO SCHIFF, in seconding the motion, bore testimony to the efforts of 
those who assisted in looking after the friendless and homeless. 

In moving the re-clection of the President and other honorary officers, Mr. 
I. LANDAU said their heart and soul was in their work. Mr. FELDMAN seconded 
the motion. 

The CHAIRMAN, in returning thanks for his election, said it was a labour of 
true love. He never felt tired of it, and although he was seventy-three he felt 
quite capable of going on. 

The Gentlemen’s Committee were re-elected with the addition of Messrs. J. 
Gluckstein, A. Schwartzchild, A. M. Woolf and A. Zwannenberg. Mrs. Gluck- 
stein, Mrs. Jolowich and Miss Simmons were added to the~Ladies’ Committee. 

Mr. JACOB SCHWARZCHILD (Treasurer) expressed his thanks to the Com- 
-mittee for their reference to his twenty-five years’ service as Treasurer. The 
Shelter had gone through many vicissitudes, but he had always found friends 
ready to come forward with princely donations. 

The CHAIRMAN referred in eulogistic terms to the excellent services of Mr. 
Muné@y, the Secretary, and of the Superintendent and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. A. 
Michaelson. Mr. A. MUNDY said no praise was due to him for the work he was 
_performing, as he had the inspiration of their worthy President, Vice-President, 
and members of the Committee, 

Mr. A. M. WARTSKI, in moving a vote of thanks to the Chairman and other 
hon. officers, said that Mr. Hermann Landau stood alone in his work for the 
Institution. He gloriedin it. Of the work of Mr. Leopold de Rothschild and Mr. 
-Oito Schiff it was unnecessary to speak, for it was so well known. | 

The CHAIRMAN said that the community recognised that the Shelter was an 
.indispensable institution. They could not see a person starving. If a Christian 
came to them they would feed him and see after his welfare. He had told the 
‘late Lord Rothschild that no one in the East End need starve while the Shelter 
existed. | 

. The report states in part :— 


During the nine months under review the protective work at the riverside and rail- 
“way stations Was carried out by the Shelter staff in the same satisfactory manner as in 
wrevious years. Six hundred and forty-four Continental boats were met at the London 
ocks bringing 16,242 passengers, of whom 4,159 were Jews. The reduction in the 
“number of arrivals is due to the fact that the emigration between the Russian 
Baltic ports and North and South America through England had greatly decreased 


_during the nine months under discussion. 1,276 persons were sheltered at the Institu- | 


‘tion during the nine months of the year, as compared with 1,778 for the corresponding 
period of the previous year. The majority of the emigrants who arrived at the Shelter 
to the end of July, 1914, proceeded to destinations outside the United Kingdom after a 
short stay in the institution. It has been definitely ascertained that 727 or 59 per cent. 
of the 1,276 arrivals at the Shelter have quitted England. The number of meals 
distributed during the period under review was 22,495 or an average of about 83 meals 
per day. 2,235 meals were also supplied to the needy on Sabbaths and Holy Days at 
the expense of the Sabbath Meals Society. It is to be regretted that the long connection 
«with this society, for whom the Shelter has catered of course without any profit to itself 
thas been suspended since August, 1914, as we have been unable t> look after their 
. tharges in view of the large number of war refugees that came under our care. Deposits 
~ to the amount of £10,688 were made by emigrants with the Shelter authorities. In 
_ tonsequence of the death of Dr. T. Jones, who has been Medical Officer of the Lastitu- 
‘tion for a number of years, Dr. B. Morris has been elected in his place. The 
‘Committee record that Mr. Jacob Schwarzschild had completed twenty-five years‘ 
Service in the office of Joint Treasurer to the institution. in November, 1913. The 
Committee express their deep obligation and their sincere gratitude for the munificent 
response of the community to the Shelter’s needs in the present crisis, and greatly 
deplore a further falling off in annual subscriptions. It is hoped that the members of 
our community will take-greater cognisance of the work of the Shelter, especially at the 
Present juncture, and become annua! subscribers to its funds,

The general meeting was held on Monday, at 23, New Road, Whitechapel. 
Lady ROTHSCHILD presided. 3 


Mrs. MODEL (the Vice-President) said that she was acting temporarily in the 


capacity of Secretary owing to the absence both of their past and their future 
honorary secretaries. Mrs. Felix A. Davis, who had for so many years wotked 
for the Committee, was unable to continue to do so on account of the illness of 
her mother, and Mrs. Lawrence Wolf, who was to succeed her and whom they 
all knew so well as Miss Gladys Joseph, was absent on her honeymoon, Thus 
the sorrow of one and the joy of the other depleted the ranks of their Committee. 
Referring to the report, Mrs. Model pointed out that a most satisfactory and 
propitious fact was that during the past year not one case of infectious disease had 
occurred in the Nursery. This was undoubtedly due tothe splendid physical con- 
dition of the children.

Chief among 
these was regular voluntary help with the elder children, and, in addition, they 
wanted small chairs and kindergarten toys. . 

Mrs. DESPARD, in proposing the adoption of the report, remarked on the 
happy and contented appearance of the children and said that she considered 
them beautiful children, from a health point of view. 

Mrs. ALys RUSSELL, in seconding the motion, said that she 
had found her way to the créche by the open windows and the happy little straw- 
berry-clad climbers who, hanging on the bars im the windows, bad watched the 
meeting assemble. 

The Rev. J. F. STERN proposed the re-election of the President and the Com- 
mittee, with the exception of Mrs. H. Jolowicz, who had sent in her resignation. 
He said that he was always impressed with the fine physique of the children in 


_the nursery, and had had from teachers at the schools, to which the children in 


due course proceeded, the warmest appreciation of the work done by the Nursery. 
The point in the batance-sheet which had impressed him, was that 
parents’ payments amounted to £90, while the babies’ own farthing contributions 
were £2 10s. . 

Dr. B. Morris, in seconding the motion, referred to Mrs. Model as the 
Jewish “ Nightingale” of the East. 

The Committee and President were re-elected. 

Lady ROTHSCHILD said that she was extremely grateful to the speakers for 
their eloquent appreciation of the work. done. 

Mrs. MODEL announced that a class had been instituted at the Nursery for 
elder girls from the Jews’ Free School and one London County Council School. 


They came there with their teacher and received a few lessons in motor-cars. | 
Mr. HERMANN LANDAU suggested that a similar institution should be opened

ANNUAL MEETING. 


_ The annual meeting was held on Sunday at the Institution, Nightingale 
Lane, Wandsworth Common. | 

In moving the adoption of the annual report, the PresIDENT, Mr. Ernest L. 
Franklin, said that the institution had suffered a great loss by the passing away of 
Mrs, Henry Samuel. Her family had named a bed in her memory. Mr. Isaac 
Levy, for the third time, had named a bed. He had also caused to be erected in 
the entrance hall a beautiful memorial tablet in memory of his grandson, Lieut. 
Braham A. Franks, who had been killed in action. The institution extended to 
Mr. and Mrs. Levy and their family the expressions of its profound sympathy, and 
also to Mrs. Van den Bergh in the recent loss of her son in the war. Through the 
heavy increase in the cost of food, etc., the maintenance of the one hundred 
and fifty inmates had cost the institution about 70 per cent. more than that which 
prevailed im pre-war times. The expenses per head per week were about 1ls., 
but that would not suffice for 1916. The expenditure was about £1,800, but to 
run the. Home under present conditions would entail an extra expenditure of 
£800. The institution had not appealed to the community for a very long time, 
but it had to be kept up, and had it not been for the splendid response of the Aid 
Society the institution would have been in difficulties. . : 

The motion was carried unanimously. | 

Mr. M. Duparc proposed, and Mr. Isaac Levy seconded, the re-election of 
Mr. Franklin as President, 

Mr. FRANKLIN, in reply, said that it was the loyal and devoted support of 
the officers that had enabled him.to be of some little service. He would 
especially like to mention the energetic services of Mrs. Levy and Mrs. Molen, 
the Matrons, and Mr. Molen, for the zeal with which they had discharged their 
arduous duties; the Secretary (Mr. Maurice Myers); the Assistant Secretary 
(Miss Kelf); and Mr. M. Cash, who had obtained financial help from ‘the 
Jewish Friendly-Societies in London, the Provinces, and the Colonies. 

The other Honorary Officers and Committee were re-elected on the motion 
of Mr. IsAAc BLOOMFIELD, seconded by Mr. A, ANGEL. | 

. Thanks were accorded Messrs. M, Van Leer, Samuel Gluckstein, H. T. 
Salmon, F.C.A., A. H. Levy, F.R,.C.S,, A. G. Porri, and Joseph-Sebag and Co. 

The report states in part :— 

The average age of the inmates who passed away during the year was over 78, which, 
considering the poor physical condition of the applicants when admitted, is a very ripe 
age. The medical report pays testimony to the care bestowed on the inmates by the 
Staff, and the Committee are constantly receiving letters of gratitude from inmates’ 
relatives. The financial statement reveals sosiaal disquieting features and is a matter 
that gives the Committee much concern. On the other hand; the Aid Society increased 
its grant- trom £786 to £1,261. Mr. Percy Levy increased the amount of his annual 
collection in the North-Western district of London from £80 to £105. Mr. M. Van Leer 
again arranged eftertainments for the old people in the winter months, The beneficent 
work of the Institution, extending back over three-quarters of a century, has justified its 


claim to the goodwill and the generous support of the community, for which the 
Committee confidently appeal. 


MEETING OF THE AID SOCIETY. 

Mr. Ernst H. ScuirF presided at the annual meeting of the Aid Society, He said 
that during the year the Society had handed over to the parent institution the sum of 
£1,261, which was an increase of 50 per cent. No. and No. 2 branehes had been 
amalgamated with very good results; and No. 3 branch (for which Mr, A. Angel had 
obtained about two hundred new subscribers) had been the most successful. Mr. Schiff 
moved the adoption of the report. 

The motion having been adopted, Mr. I. BLOOMFIELD moved, and Mr. A. SANTEN 


~ geconded, the re-election of Mr. Ernst Schiff as President. 


The other Hon. Officers were re-elected on the motion of Mr. A. LEVIEF, seconded 
by Mr. Moss Harris, and supported by Mr. E, BLOOMFIELD. ; 

Life-governorships were distributed by Lady Nathan, w'fe of Sir Frederick Nathan, 
(to whom a beautiful bouquet was presented). Lady NATHAN referred, in a brief speech, 
to the wonderful work of the Aid Society which, she said, deserved the greatest credit. 
The whole management was perfect, and she would like especially to mention the efforts 
of Mr. M. Van Leer. 

Various donations to the Aid Society were announced,

-jast Friday evening. After Mincha had been read by Mr. David Harris, the 


Rev. H. Goodman was conducted to the Reading Desk by the President (Mr. 
Arthur Howitt) and the -Warden (Mr. David Harris.) Mr. Goodman then fren- 
dered the Sabbath eve prayers and delivered a sermon on the text (Numbers xxi., 


17, 18, 19, 20), “ Spring up, O well, sing ye unto it. The well which the princes

Music and the Jews. 


ERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
aie WITH MISS GERTRUDE AZULAY. 


NE of the best known figures in that circle of the community 
devoted to music is Miss Gertrude Azulay. Miss Azulay is 
fortunate in being able to claim unbroken descent from a long 
line of distinguished Rabbis and scholars which can be traced 

back to the sixteenth century. Among her ancestors are the Cabbailists, 
Abraham Azulai who died in 1643, and the famous Hayyim Joseph 
David Azulai, a prolific author of Rabbinical 
works. Miss Azulay’s artistic instincts may 
be derived from a branch of the family who 
were making art pottery in Padua and other 
Italian cities in the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries, The accounts of the 
Azulay family . fill several pages of 
the Fewish Encyclopedia, and it is but 
natural that their descendant should be 
animated by strong Jewish feeling and 
profound pride of race. Musically Miss 
Azulay was an infant prodigy, and could 
sing and play accompaniments before she 
was out of the nursery. Though she was a 
scholar of one of the leading Academies she 
was largely self-taught and had already 
opened a tonservatoire when she was still in 
her teens. Her pupils include many 
prominent members of the community, and 
she numbers among her friends some of the 
most distinguished exponents of the musical 
Her attachment to her people and to music explains her 
interest in the Jewish) contributions to gewish musical achievement. In 
the course of an interview with a representative of the JEWiSH CHRONICLE 


at her house tn Hampstead, she had many interesting things to say on 
the subject.

JEWS AS MUSICAL INTERPRETERS. 


Can you state broadly, our representative asked, what is the position of the 
Jews in the musical world ? 


“think the outstanding feature of Jewish contributions to musical art is this 
that in spite of the possession of absolute genius, with every facility and 
encouragement, Jews have, nevertheless, not produced works that will go downto 
posterity in the same way as, let us say, the compositions of Beethoven and Bach. 
The reason for this, in my opinion, is that art must be national to be truly great, and 
the Jew bas no country, no soil of his own. A composer must express through 
his own individuality the spirit of his own people, their emotions, their yearnings, 
their strivings, their work, scenery. climate, and other psychological and physio- 
logical influences. In the case of Jewish composers we have Meyerbeer first 
- German, then Italian, and then French in his work. We have Rubenstein called 

German by the Russians, and Russian by the Germans. It is because of this 
indefiniteness that the work of Jewish composers lacks that precious quality that 
makes it an undying effort, and, in my opinion, only when the Jew will be able to 
express the soul of his people, their aspirations and ideals, on his own soil, will he 
be able to give forth to the world works that will last for all time.” 

A UNIVERSAL LANGUAGE. 
But is not music a universal language ? | 


“ That question reminds me of Haydn's reply to his friend, the youthful 
Mozart, when the latter tried to dissuade the old man from accepting an invitation 
to visit England. ‘It will be too much for your strength, Papa Haydn,’ Mozart 
said; ‘ besides, you don’t know foreign languages.’ ‘My language is understood 
by all the world,’ replied the veteran, True though this may be in a sense, 
Haydn's music is particularly instinct with national feeling, and his works are 
imbued with the folk-songs of his country. So that it is safe to say that although 
music is a universal language, it will be found that one can group, and classify 
various composers under different schools, the individuality of each being inspired 
and affected by his environment and origin. We must take into account the 
peculiar and special nervous system transmitted by the race from which the par- 
ticular composer happens to have sprung. The whole history of the race, the 
thoughts and the feelings of the time in which he lives, as well as the special out- 
look on a future, are all transmuted in the crucible of the musical soul. Thus I 


come back to my main proposition, that art must be national and not the emana- |

| JEWISH COMPOSERS. 
But there have been great Jewish composers? 


“‘T cannot agree to that view. There have, of course, been celebrated Jewish 
composers but their success has been largely ephemeral. It has been a success of 
réclame. Very little has come down that posterity values. For instance, Meyerbeer 


is not a great musical force though he achieved unprecedented success in histime. 


Mendelssohn, too, attained enormous success and prestige, but to-day a composi- 
tion by Mendelssohn rarely figures in programmes. Rabsestein 
great figure, but of his compositions only one or two gems have survived. It must 
be borae in mind also that the Jewish elements in the work of these composers are 
very scanty. It is curious that the strongest Jewish vein- in-the work of 
Mendelssohn shouid be exhibited in his Christian Oratorio ‘ St. Paul.’ ” 


JEWISH MUSICAL ENDOWMENT. 
You do not deny to the Jews any musical endowment ? 


“Far from it. I doubt if one could find a race more richly endowed musically 


than our own people. Asexecutants and interpreters they are pre-eminent. 


Their keenness and acumen of judgment, their enthusiasm and a iati 
., the best in art, make them middlemen to the world, the Seliaeas at os 
message from the creative genius to the public. There I am afraid the pre- 
eminence stops. For, in spite of having magnificent creative gifts themselves Jews 
have never been of value to the world as composers in the same way as they lave 
beenas philosophers. We have not produced a Bach, Beethoven, Brahms or Chopin 
but we have produced a Philo, a Spinoza, a Maimonides, a Marx, a Bergson an 
Achad Ha am.’ The reason is not far to seek. How can a Jewish composer 
speak for his people whose lot it is to have been distributed among the nations 
and whose soul has so often been rent assunder? Harried from pillar to post 
they have had little time to develop their own musical gifts on national lines. 


Destiny has forced upon them a cosmopolitan atmosphere i iti 
impossible for great art to flourish.” P in which I contend it is 


MUSICAL ORIGINALITY. 
Have the Jews, then, displayed no Originality ? 


“The work of the great Jewish composers is not founded upon any original

elements. They have acted rather as a mirror than.a source of original light. 
Where, however, we find great masses of Jews settled for centuries in one 
particular area, it is possible to detect the beginnings of originality. In Russia, 
for instance, we see the beginnings of a Jewish folk music whic= may really be 
said to possess a national character, and a Society is at work in Petrograd engaged 
in the praiseworthy endeavour of collecting this folk miusic, several hundred 
examples of which have already been published, some said to be two hundred 
years old. In Moscow thereis the Jewish musician, J. S. Engel, doing invaluable 
work with his beautiful harmonisations of Yiddish folk songs, which are partly 
embodied in the Musical-Ethographic Commission of the University of Moscow. 
We also owe a debt of gratitude to M. Glazorfoff, a non-Jew, who has been going 
from townlet to townlet in the Pale listening to the melodies as sung by the Jewish 
people and scoring them for publication. Then American Jewry has been 
extremely zealous and active in this respect, New York and Boston especially, 
where important collections have been made of Jewish music, and where a strong 
and enthusiastic movement to awaken interest is spreading rapidly, which I must 
confess makes me rather ashamed of our apathy in England.” 

Is there much difference between Jewish and Russian folk songs ? 

“Tt is somewhat difficult to characterise Jewish folk music—it has grown side 
by side with Russian folk music, and a comparison between the two is interest- 
ing. The Russian music is not so subtle ; it is, perhaps, more blatant. Jewish 
music is more introspective and complex. It represents a different trend of 
thought. It is colouredjvery much, with Jewish religious life which gives ita 
distinct character. If one may venture upon the comparison, there is the same 
difference between Jewish and Russian folk music as between Kiddush wine 
and vodka—the Jewish music displays more refinement. 


AN INTERESTING MOVEMENT. 


Miss Azulay is the President of the Musical Section of the new organisa- 
tion known as “ The Jewish Association of Arts and Sciences,” and she has every 
hope that this section may perform useful work in introducing this Jewish folk 
music to the Anglo-Jewish public. ae . 

“The Association,” she said, “represents for me anexpression of the Jewish 
renaissance. We Jews want tocome into ourown. We have been interpreting 
the work of other people long enough. It is time that we made and got the credit 
for our own contribution. It is difficult enough in the expression, but if we had 
our own country the task would be easier.” | 

It is, I suppose, because you feel this so strongly that you take such an active 
part in the work of the West London Zionist Association? 

“That is scarcely the case. I have also joined the Council of the English 
Zionist Federation, and I cannot say my interest in this direction is influenced by 
my outlook on music. Zionism has a deeper significance for me, and a wider 
outlook than the question of Jewish Nationalism in Art—although there is 
naturally a connection between both ideals. It may interest your readers to know 
I am holding monthly receptions under the auspices of the West London Zionist 
Association at 9, Langford Place, St. John’s Wood, where a studio and suite of 
rooms have been lent me for the purpose. Here we shall have a much needed 
social centre, where those interested in Zionism can meet for a chat and a little 
music, and where we shall be able to welcome from time to time friends from 
abroad, or those passing through London from the provinces. - 

“ The growing appeal of Zionism in this country was recently shown by the 
extraordinarily successful function recently held by the West London Zionist 
Association at the Wharncliffe Rooms, when a remarkable programme of Jewish 
music was presented. Apart from the playing of Mr. Mark Hambourg, aspecially 
interesting feature was the Jewish folk songs arranged as programme music by 
Achron, of Petrograd, which were played by Mr. Sacha Lasserson, the eminent 
Russian violinist. Another interesting item was the Hebrew Yemenite songs 
interpreted by M. de Guzman.” 

Miss Azulay refrained from intimating the part which she herself played in 
Organising this conoert, but it may be mentioned that she is shortly to give a 


concert illustrating Jewish contributions to music, in which, no doubt, the views 
she has expressed above will be illustrated. 


Mr. Israel Zangwill on Equal Rights for Jews. 


Last. week our contributor “ Mentor” raised an extremely important and 
indeed vital question for the Jewish people. 
the granting of equal rights for Jews in their present.circumstances will not 
tend to their assimilation and absorption, and whether, therefore, although 
equal civil and political rights will, of course, be of immense benefit for Jews as 


individuals, their concession is not likely at the same time to be fatalto Jews as a 


people and hence to Judaism asa cult. The problem is one of exquisite difficulty 
because, if the fear thus expressed is tenable, then it means that. Jews, if they are 
to exist, must suffer differentiation and persecution or get rid of them only at the 
price of their existence as a people. | 

Mr. Zangwill, in his new book—“ The War for the World "—hints at some- 
thing of the same idea, although he places it in a totally different form from that 
in which “Mentor” put it last week. Mr. Zangwill says, for instance, ia his 
article Rosy Russia ”:— 


_ Equal rights for the Jews—or even equal wrongs with the Russians—would indeed 
bring a problem—but for the Jew : the problem of his dissolution in the melting pot of

It occurred to us to ask Mr. Zangwill whether, in view of his opinions as 
expressed in the above-quoted passages of his book, he agreed that “ Mentor’s” 
caveat as to obtaining equal rights for Jews was reasonable and well-founded. 

“Certainly,” said Mr. Zangwill, “there is obviously a: great deal, a 
very great deal, in what your contributor says; but then personally 
I have never demanded equality for Jews asa Jew. I have done so merely as a 
Liberal. Even in dealing with the oppression of the Jewish minority in Rufsia in 
my article ‘ The Jewish Factor,’ I have been careful to insist on the necessi 
equally emancipating other minorities. 

“The fact is,” continued Mr. Zangwill, “I do not—although 
paradoxical—consider the question of equal rights for Jews a Jewis 
all, It is something much bigger. It is a question of civilisation.” 

Is Judaism then to be sacrificed for civilisation ? 

“Really I do not think it wise to raise any such question and thus blunt the 
all too rare enthusiasm of European Liberals for Jewish emanci :

A GIFT TO THE NATION. 


_ Mr. Asher Wertheimer has informed the Trustees of the National Gallery that 
he intends to bequeath to the natidn his unrivalled group of portraits by Mr. 
J. S. Sargent. | 


The fine Wertheimer portraits are very well known, most of them having 
been exhibited at the Royal Academy during the past fifteen years. Mr. Sargent 
has painted every member of thefamily, and they are perhaps the most intimate 
portraits that he has done. Mr. Wertheiner himself, cigar in hand, one finger in 
his pocket, stands squarely at his ease, looking at the painter with the sagacious 
eye that has appraised the masterpieces of centuries of artists. In the portrait of 
Mrs, Wertheimer in a black dress, Mr. Sargent depicts repose. If all other trace 
of Sargent were lost (says the Manchester Guardian), and this one were dis. 
covered in a future time, he would be known through the centuries as “ thy 
master of the Lady in Black,” and tomes would be writtea on him. Another vere 


The above are reproductions of two of the unique Sargent pictures to be given to the Nation, 


notable work is the portrait, a quiet but intensely pathetic presentment, of a 
youth with a buff waistcoat, young Edward Wertheimer, who died a few 
years ago. The other works are the portrait group of the two Misses Wertheinfer 
standing with arms entwined, the well-known group of the Wertheimer children 


on a sofa, the out-of-door group of three youthful members, a portrait of (another 


daughter) Mrs. Wilson Young, standing besides a table with flowers, and a portrait 
of the late Edward Wertheimer, a very striking piece of realism. These works 
are all hung together in Mr. Wertheimer’s dining-room at 8, Connaught Place, 
Hyde Park. Theninth isa very rare and lovely Sargent—a portrait of Mrs. 
Fachiri in an Eastern costume playing a lute—which has never yet been exhibited. 
All these works are full lengths or three-quarter lengths. 

The money value of the bequest may be indicated by the faci that for the 
hbo ng being painted by Mr. Sargent, £10,000 was offered at the great Red 

ross sale. 

Writing in the Daily Telegraph, Sir Claude Phillips says :—Though it is 
as yet too early to make definite plans—and we may hope that the time for 
making them is distant—it is understood that eventually there will be constituted 
in the National Gallery of British Art at Millbank, with this fine series as a 
nucleus, a Sargent Gallery, corresponding more or less to the Watts Gallery, 
one of its most distinctive features.

A Sermon for the Week. 


[Specially Written for the lEwisH CHRONICLE.) 


THE PROPHET BALAAM (1). 
“ And Ba’aam answered and said unto Balak, Told I mot thee saying, All that the 


“Lord speaketh, that must Ido? And Balak said unto Balaam, Come, I pray thee, I will 


bring thee unto another place: peradventure tt will please God thou mayest curse me them 
from thence."—Numbers xxiii., 26, 27. 


In Balaam there meet so much that is highest and so much of what 
is lowest in human nature that scarcely any writer of fiction would dare to 
«conceive or try to depict so mixed a character. The extraordinary artistic 
power with which so contradictory a character has been grasped and 
represented in the sacred narrative has always excited the wonder of 
critics. Indeed so little have some critics been able to perceive the subtle 
felicities of the picture that they have bluoderingly supposed that two 

“hands have been employed upon it, the one striving to convey a 
favourable impression of the man, .the other striving to blacken his 
character. It is precisely the coherence of these opposite qualities 
in one person which makes the picture a masterpiece well 
worthy a study that will occupy us two weeks. He appears on 
the page of sacred history as a diviner whose fame had spread from 
the Euphrates to the Jordan, and probably further. The King of 
Moab, dismayed by the advance of Israel, and believing that they were 


divinely guided, supposed it would be of the utmost advantage to himself to 
get spiritual forces arrayed against them. He sends messengers to secure 
the services of Balaam to curse the Israelites. This was a common 
occurrence in ancient history. There was a class of men in ancient times 
regularly set apart to bless and to curse, and Balaam was such a one. But 
the prophet Micah, who lived centuries after Balaam, can fiad no more 
spiritual or true account to give of religion than what this mysterious 
prophet had given so long before. “O my people,’ he says, ‘ remember 
now what Balak, King of Moab, consulted, and what Balaam, the 
son of Beor, answered him. Wherewith shall I come before the 
Lord, and bow myself before the high God? Will the Lord 
be pleased with thousands of rams, or with ten thousands of tivers 
of oil? Shall I give my firstborn for my transgression, the fruit of my body 
for the sin of my soul?” That is Balak’s question—a question asked in 
every age of the world’s history. And 


BALAAM'S ANSWER, 


valid for his time as valid for our time, is this:—‘‘ He hath showed thee O 
man, whatis good; and what doth the Lord require of thee, but to do justly, 
and to love mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God?” Had we no other 
record of Balaam's utterance but this, we could not hesitate to ascribe to 
him a genius for religion, to think of him as one of the few men who have 
from time to time been born to see what lies centuries ahead of their con- 
temporaries. And what is recorded of his prophesies in the narrative before 
us give the same impression of a man of extraordinary religious and poetic 


genius. Moreover, he was not a mere professional prophet ; he had his 
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sensibilities, he had his aspirations; he clearly saw the beauty of a well- 
spent life and yearned for the peace and hope which accompany integrity 
of purpose and purity of conscience. It was his ambition and his prayer 
that he might die the death of the righteous and that his last end 
might be like. theirs. He knew that no blessedness equals harmony with 
God and righteousness of life. Nor was this a mere sentimental longing. 
We probably misapprehend the character of Balaam if we suppose he was 


one of those men of wax, whose eyes fill with tears of piety at one time | 


and their lips with calumny and fraud at another time; whose religion is a 
mere matter of imagination and feeling, never touching the conscierice, 
never altering the deeper springs of conduct. Far from this. Balaam was 
even heroic in his determined pursuance of what he knew to be right. He 
was implored by Balak to curse Israel, he was offered every reward that 
could tempt a man, yet not one word of cursing passed his lips. He was 
heavily bribed, honours and wealth were pressed upon him, but his constant 
answer was, “If Balak would give me his house full of silver and gold I 
could not go beyond the word of the Lord to do less or more.” The king 
himself takes Balaam from one hill-top to another; day after day, in all 
moods of mind, he seeks to find him pliable; the one uniform answer he 
gets is that answer repeated almost to weariness in the narrative, “ Told | 
not thee, saying, All that the Lord speaketh, that must I do?” Yet; we 
invariably speak of Balaam as 


“THE WICKED BALAAM,.” 

He is said to have been responsible for the misfortunes that subse. 
quently befell Israel in Shittim ; his disciples are referred to in Rabbinical 
literature as men distinguished by three corrupt qualities, an evil eye, a 
haughty bearing, and an avaricious. spirit—qualities the very opposite of 


those which characterise the disciples of Abraham.| He represents the 


type of ungodliness. How are we to explain so complex a character ? 
Perhaps the circumstances of the time throw the clearest light upon the 
matter, Balaam had attained unusual distinction as a prophet. He was 
known far and wide as a man, to use his own words, who had seen the 
Almighty. How closely he had studied Israel’s fortunes may be gathered 
from his own words, and yet he made no move whatever to countenance 
them or to throw in his lot with them, or to persuade the heathen to be 
friendiy. Had he done so, how different might the Eastern kingdoms 
have been, how different certainly would his own end have been! Bnut he 
held aloof. This was his first downward step. He did nothing when 
his gifts and knowledge of God's will laid on him the‘responsibility of doing 
much. The man outside Israel who, of all others, might have done most 
to clear their path stood aloof and observed. He took no side when it was 
incumbent on all to take a side. Are we not witnessing to-day among 
nations a similar selfish aloofness from the cause of right? So when the 
messengers of Balak came, instead of indignantly repudiating the idea of 


his cursing Israel, instead of at once dismissing them, as any man of. 


honour must have done, he takes a downward step and says: “I will 
inquire,” as if there was room for inquiry. Although he faithfully conveys 
to the emissaries of Balak the decision of God, the very terms in which he 


_ does so shows that he is already theirs. ‘‘ The Lord refuseth to give me 


leave to go with you.” It required very little shrewdness to see in this 
sullen acquiescence in God’s command laid upon him that they might hope 
yet to win him, that indeed he was already on their side and wished to go 
with them. By holding himself aloof from the greatest movement of his 
day, and by refusing definitely to take a side, he had laid himself open to 
temptation and really taken the side of evil. Balaam did not dare explicitly 
te disobey God, but at heart he was separated from God's cause, as it 
appeared in the world of his own time. |

Proposed New Synagogue in Shepherd’s Bush. 


It 1s proposed to establish a new synagogue in Shepherd's Bush, A. congregation 
already exists in the district, numbering some eighty members. This was haven some 
two yearsago. But the building in which it. worships is a house (sitwated at 61, The 
Lawn), and this becomes intolerably overcrowded on the festivals. Classes also meet 


there every evening, the number of pupils on the register being seventy-two. Seven of | 


these pupils are admitted free, and, in fact, no children are turned away. But the 
accommodation in this case, too, is very inadequate, and the classes are under-staffed. 

A building fund has accordingly been started for the acquisition of more suitable 
premises, and it is hoped that sufficient support will be forthcoming so that the growing 
community of the district may be properly cared for in respect of synagogue accommoda- 
tion and religious instruction. The only other synagogue in the neighbourhood—the 
Hammersmith—is practically full. Fiye shilling books of stamps can be obtained from

There still remains a very large number who do not seem anxious to do 
anything in the service of the Allied countries, or in the Russian army, and 
I propose to intimate to those men that if they cannot show that they are 
entitled to be exempted from military service, on one ground or another, 
they will be expected either to offer their services to the British Army, or to 
return to Russia to fulfil their military obligations there. I propose to 
establish a special tribunal to examine the claims made by those men. | 


FEELING IN THE EAST END. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT.] 


A great deal of agitation has been noticeable in the East End in connection 
with the statement by the Home Secretary that all Russian subjects of military 
age who will not enlist in the British Army will be deported to Russia. Numerous 
conferences have been held in the course of the week by various organisations 
with the object of considering what steps should be taken to acquaint the Govern- 
ment with the feeling of the injustice of such action as is contemplated. The 
generat view in the East End is that as the majority of the Russian Jews have 
come here as a reeulf of political, economical, and racial persecution in their 
native land, it would be cruel todeport them to that country merely becanse the 
Government here are unable to apply compulsion of military service upon them 
by reason of their being aliens. We understand that a meeting is planned to 
protest against the contemplated deportation of these who have come here by right 
of asylom, 

The Yiddish Jewish Express says that, while having throughout urged that 
Russian Jews residing in England should give as much material assistance as possible 
towards England's success, it would be cofftrary to the best traditions of England 
to deport Russian Jews to their native country where they are not wanted. The 
contemplated action would put am end to the right of asylam and the good name 
of England would suffer in neutral countries. 


ZIONIST ATTITUDE. 

The Executive Council of the English Zionist Federation deems it its duty to 
appeal to all Jews of friendly alien origin residing here to come forward now, at 
this time of national crisis, in defence of this country. 

The Executive Council addresses itself specially to the Jews of Russian 
origin whe have found a hospitable asylum in this country to show that highsense 
of Jewish loyalty that has so magnificently been demonstrated, not only by their 
English coreligionists, but by their compatriots in France as well as in Russia 
itself, 

In this appeal, the Executive Council is actuated by considerations of .he 
highest Jewish interests, not only so far as they may affect Jews individually but 
with due regard to Jewish interests, and, recognising the great. struggle for 
freedom for smal] nations for which England particularly stands in this war and 
the affection which the traditions and actions of England have always inspired in 
the hearts of Jews everywhere, it is the earnest conviction of all those who have 
Jewish interests at heart that our people must do what they can to help England 
in her hour of need. 

The British Government has granted to Jews of Russian origin the right to 
serve in the: British Army, and, before such a privilege is tarned into a com. 
pulsory duty, itis fervently hoped that our friends will voluntarily rally to the 
Flag which is the symbol of individual and national freedom allover the world.

The London Correspondent of the Manchester Guardian, cominenting on 
Mr. Samuel's statement, writes :— 

Mr. Herbert Samuel announced in the House of Commons yesterday that 
Russiam subjects who do not enlist in. the British army are to be deported unless 
a tribunal decides that they are political refugees. Mr. Samuel protested that he 
did net like to have it put “qaite so uncouthly as that.” To put it more 
uncouthly still, the proposal is to send back to Russia Jews who have left Russia 
for reasons known to everybody, though they are not exactly political refugees, 
and other Russians who might not be certified by a tribunal (blessed word) to be 
genuifie political refugees. ae 

It is hardly credible that this proposal can be carried out. It would have to 
‘be debated, and things would have to be said that are better left unsaid. It 
would gratify no important Russian sentiment—quite the reverse. There is only 
one real motive for it. It is that English pecele taken into the army under con- 
scription resent the immunity of Russian Jews and regard them as “ job-stealers.” 
There is substance in this complaint, but it would be fairly met by giving Russian 
subjects the choice of deportation to America or any other neutral country. 

On this subject a Russian correspondent writes to me :— 


This step will have a most unfortunate effect upon Russian opinion, or rather upon 
Liberal and democratic opinion, which is the chief supportin Russia of Anglo-Russian 
friendship, and which builds all its hopes for Russia's future upon the propagation of the 


British spirit of freedom and individual liberty. Russian Liberals will regard the - 


deportation threat with particular dismay, as being an unexpected and staggering 
concession to the long-cherished but always hitherto baffled desire of the Russian 
bureaucracy to secure the extradition of Russian political refugees. England is the 
great country of Europe that has always hitherto protected political refugees, and as 
such it has quite a unique standing in the eyes of Russian reformers of all shades. It 
would be quite impossible for an Englishman to realise the feeling of veneration qwith 
which England is regarded just because of this right of asylum. It was here in London 
that Alexander Herzen, the father of Russian Liberalism, was a refugee, and issued his 
paper Kolokol (The Bell), that eventually brought about the emancipation of the serfs. 
Here in later times have found refuge Tchaikovsky, Prince Kropotkin, and so many 
others of our great reformers. Living in London and elsewhere at this moment are 
sree — of the first Duma and quite a host of revolutionaries who escaped 
after 1905. 

: Russia does not want these men as soldiers, If they were sent back to Russia most 
of them would not be put into the army—-many of them would have to face the worst 
penalty. But the principal evil would be that the Russian Liberal idealisation of this 
country would be shattered, and such a disillusionment of Britain's chief political friends 
in Russia might well prove disastrous to the closer co-operation of the two countries in 


thefuture. [tis unpalatable but it is true that among the Conservative and reactionary 


elements in Russia, who alone will be gratified by this new British departure, there is a 


frankly anti-British section, and their spokesmen in the Duma and elsewhere have not.

Pte. Wolfe Bandell, writing from a hospital in Scotland to the Rev. Michael 
Adler, narrates his persona] experiences in the recent nava! battle, and says :— 


I was hurled several yards across the floor, my clothes, hands, arms, face, and scalp 
were burnt; in fact, I was’still smouldering when, grouping my way in the pitch dark- 
ness, all lights being out, I found a steel ladder which I scaled. It was a very painful 
journey up that ladder, the explosion also having burnt’the skin of my hands and arms, 
and finally Larrived at an open cabin door, I found out afterwards it was the Com: 
mander's cabin. I sank into an armchair, divesting myself of the clothes which were 
still smouldering, and brushing the remaining sparks of what was once my hair off my 
injured scalp. A hand-mirror being at my elbow, I surveyed the damage. I 
was burnt as black as a coal, minus hair, eyebrows, moustache, and——horror 
of horrors, I was going blind. My eyes finally closed and held tightly ‘together. 
At last realising my hopeless position and smarting under pain I lifted both hands, for it 
seemed to relieve me, and cried aloud (for the cannonading around me was terrific and 
deafening) three times the “Shemang.” In calmer moments afterwards as I lay in the 
hospital bed, | wondered at my outburst, but, considering my great excitement, helpless 
state, and also having heard since of men of other denominations who acted in the same 
way, I have ceased to wonder. A strange thing happened which to me at that time 
appeared as a miracle. A man appeared from, seemingly, nowhere, with a satchel of 
emergency dressings, and said he thought I'd called for him, and proceeded rapidly to dress . 
my wounds with great care and skill. In due time I was transferred to a hospital. ship, 
and then to this splendid institution, ‘where, under the skilful treatment of doctors and 
nurses, I am fast recovering, and wiil shortly after some leave be fit to take my place 
around the gun once more.

MANCHESTER JEWS AND THE MINISTRY OF MUNITIONS. 
DR, WEIZMANN’'S WORK. 


It is wisely recognised that while military service is, of course, essential, the 
war activities which subserve it are no less vital. Jews are doing their full share of 
the former. It isworth noting some of the work of Manchester Jews and Jewesses 
in the other branch of war activity. Thus, the Jewish members of the Chemical 
Department of the Victoria University are doing conspicuous work. Dr. C. 
Weizmann (Reader and Senior Lecturer) has been appointed Consulting Chemist 
to the Ministry of Munitions to organise and direct the manufacture of acetone (a 
valuable chemical for explosives). M. Copisaron, M.Sc. (Dalton Scholar and 
Hon. Research Fellow) has, besides extensive analytical and synthetic work for 
the High Explosives Department of the Ministry of Munitions, carried out most 
valuable work on the new explosive “trotyl.” Mrs. G. Pearson, M.Sc. (née Miss 
G. Kletz), Demonstrator in Organic Chemistry, has carried out important research 
work for the Ministry of Munitions and Royal Society. ‘Miss N. Rosenblum, 
M.Sc., and B, Rothkopf, M.Sc., were both engaged on important munition work 


during the 1915-16 session. 


MILITARY SERVICES. |

The arrangements for the service were 
made by the Rev. J. M. Houtman, Roman Catholic Chaplain to the Forces. 

The Rev. A. Cohen, of Birmingham, has been appointed officiating clergyman 
to the Jewish troops stationed in Staffordshire. Mr. Cohen visited Whittingham 
Barracks, Lichfield, on Wednesday, and addressed the men. He also visited the 
men in hospital. 

A military service was held yesterday week at Wye by the Rev. H. Shandel. 
There was a good attendance, a large number being attached to the 14th Middlesex, 
5th Infantry Works. By the kind arrangement of the Vicar of Wye, who takes an 
interest in the wetfare of the Jewish troops, the parish gymnasium was placed at 
their disposal for the service.

The enjoyable and lengthy programme was contri- 
buted to by, among others, Messrs. Mark Hambourg and Benno Moisiewitch, 
whose pianoforte solos were distinguished by their different styles; Mr. Ben 
Davies, who sang with his usual fervour; Miss Helen Blain, who sang a new 

? song entitled “ Wait,” and was accom- 
panied by the composer (Miss Guy 
d'Hardelot); Miss Bessie Mark, whose 
perfect enunciation in her rendering of an 
aria from “Traviata” added to the charm 
of that well-known song ; and Miss Ghita 
Corri, of the Royal Italian Opera, who 
was enthusiastically applauded for her 
singing of “ Hatikvah” in Hebrew. There 
were also other artisis who deserve a 
word of praise but they are too numerous 
to mention by name.

_ war zone is not confined to the poorest of the poor. The professor, the trades- 


man, the Rabbi, the business man, the merchant, all gone’! The decks clear for 
action! And the poor down-trodden are told to find their way into the interior 
of Russia. Before reaching any place of safety, the family that started ou! 
numerous were reduced by famine and plague and disease to a few in number, 
and left on the wayside to die without a soul to bury them. The Jewish people 
are a generous people. They are a race-loving people, and with them the rich 
are rich for the sake of the poor, and the poor are poor for the sake of the rich: 
What have the Jewish people of the world done for this million and a half, wasting 
away for want of sustenance, to keep their body and soul together? The people 
from all countries have done much. Jewish Relief Committees have been 
appointed and set up in Petrograd and their delegates have gone out in theit 
hundreds, working hard to supply food centres, medical centres, bureau centres, 
healing centres. But with such a vast population in want twenty and twenty-five 
thousand pounds are needed daily, that they may not go under. As for luxuries, 
they think not of those.

for they have nothing but sand and now and then a little water on which to 
nourish the growing family. My dear friends, think, think for a moment what 
the next generation must be! What will be their nervous systems? What wil] 
be their strength for building-up families, when they have been reduced to 
skeletons? Well, we are met here to show our sympathy and to express by our 
deeds our desire to do all we can to prove that our hearts are in the right place 
and we, ourselves, shall put a self-imposed tax upon our own households, that 
those outside and in the danger zone may have the wherewithal to support life. I 
will not harrow up your feelings by telling you, in descriptive language, some of 
the sorrows that have come to me. I will not detain you, but I cannot leave you 
without reminding you that the Jewish rally-cry must be: ‘‘ Help for our race 
and love.” What isit? Love is an euphonistic name for a service. Love, in its 
work-a-day aspect, is service, and service, when strict to its lines, is sacrifice, and 
if I know anything about your race, I know that

Go intoanyof your homes, Seea mother withherchildren. Watch the husband 
going home to supply the wife that she may “cast the bread upon the waters.” 
It is a story of service, love expressing itself in the daily routine of dévoted service. 
And service, when there is a cry reaching from the earth's ends to us, leads to the 
spirit of sacrifice. I ask you to-day to show such a sympathy and such a love for 
your poor suffering race in the great white Russia, that there may be seen in every 
home a self-imposed sacrifice to measure life by loss and not by gain, not by the 
wine drunk but by the wine poured forth in love. Service stands for love's sacri- 
fice, and whoso suffers most has most to give, and, let me add, whoso loves the 
most has most to suffer.

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MILLION PENNY FUND. 

To assist the Million Penny Fund for the relief of Jews suffering through the 

war, a public meeting was held on Sunday at the Marcus Samuel Hall, adjoining 
the New Synagogue, Stamford Hill, Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches presided. 


Mr. C. S. TRovpman (Hon. Secretery) read the following letter from the 
Haham, President of the Fund :— 


Among all the appeals which are made to our people, I think the one made im the 
name of the Million Penny Fund ought to meet with a cheerful and liberal response. 
1 am sure our people are not aware of the limitations set upon the Russian Fund; I 
mean the one presided over by Mr. Leopold de Rothschild. In itself it is intended to 

rform great and’ good work and ought to be supported in every way; but it should 
be known that the funds accumulated there can be used only and solely and exclusively 
for the relief of the Jews in Russia itself and not outside its borders, nay, not even in 
those provinces which once belonged to Russia and which are now occupied by the 
and Still less to other areas affected by the war and in which Jews are now living ina 
state of misery and @espondency. The Million Penny Fund alone, together wit the 
Arbeiter Fund with which it is united, can help and does help in these provinces. and 
parts of Europe; moreover, a percentage of it, no less than fifteen, goes through my 
hands for the relief of Jews in Palestine. It cannot be made too widely known that of the 
money hitherto sent to the so-called Polish Relief Fund, of which fifteen per cent. at 
least was ear-marked for the relief of the Jews in Palestine, not a single penny has 
ene to the Holy Land, and I am under the impression that the balance of the money 
Feld by that Committee is now handed over to the Russian Committee to be 
administered in the mannerdescribed by above me. Thus nothing evidently is being 
done for the relief of the million Jews living outside Russia, 1 am sure one has only to 
mention these facts to our people to enlist their lively sympathy and their unanimous 
support in the work undertaken by the Million Penny Fund. Thus help can be sent and 
is being sent in all directions wherever Jewish sufferers are, and it will be a cause of 
relief even here to know that with the sanction of His Majesty’s Government such help 
can be given. ‘ 7 

Mr. 8. NEWMAN delivered an address, in the course of which he said that 
the Central Jewish Fund devoted its energies to the Russian refugees, but there 
was a tendency to be afraid of pleading the cause’ of Jewries in territories 
occupied by enemy nations, The work now being done in Palestine was a great 
work, and they must on no account allow that reservoir of Judaism to suffer. 

Mr. C. S. TROUBMAN reported that the Fund had already collected £430. 
He said that they were merely animated by the desire to help their suffering. 
brethren. Though they were collectors only, they did not collect for any parti- 


cularfund. They allocated15 percent. totherelief of familiesin England of interned 


Jews; 15 per cent. was transmitted to Palestine through the Palestine Relief 
Fund; 30 per cent. was transmitted to Poland and Lithuania; and 25 per cent. 
was transmilted for the relief of allied and neutral Jews in Galicia, throvgh the 
American Relief Committee, those transactions being sanctioned by the Parlia- 
mentary Counsel. The remaining 30 per cent. was transmitted to Petrograd, 
through the Jewish Craftsmen’s Relief Pund, which was authorised by the 
Russian Government. 

Mr. M. G. LIVERMAN said that there was a nervousness among the leaders 
of the community against anything which needed publicity, and they feared that 
a general appeal on behalf of war-suffering Jews would not meet withthe response 
cf the general public. He was convinced that the experiment had only to be 
tried to be justified to the full. He also advocated a system of self-denial similar 
to that adopted by the Salvation Army. | 

The CHAIRMAN said that the position of the Jews to-day was totally different 
to what it was two years ago. The time had arrived when hundreds of 
thousands of their brethren would need help for a very long period. The war 
had threatened the unity of the Jews, they were facing each other as enemies, but 
that feeling must not be allowed to deepen. |

“MONEY CHANGERS” IN THE “TEMPLE.” 
.A COMPLAINT ABOUT THE EasT LONDON SYNAGOGUE, 


From Mr. LAZARUS COHEN, 15, Challis Court, Cannon Street Road, E, 
| ‘To THE 


Srr,—The dividing line between United Synagogue ‘“ Orthodoxy” and 
Reform Judaism seems to have become so thin during the last few vears as to 
become almost invisible. The following is an instance, in support of this state- 
ment, which recently occurred. — 

As is well known, there are services held at the East London Synagogue, 
every Saturday afternoon, primarily intended for young men (who through 
various reasons have no time to attend the morning services) in order to draw 
them closer to the synagogue, and thereby to their religion. The Saturday of 
June the 24th being fixed as Hospital “Saturday,” cards and money-bags were 
distributed, after the service, to those who-attended, in order that they should 
collect for the Hospital Sunday Fund, and they were encouraged to bring the 
result of their collections on the following Saturday.

STEPNEY ORTHODOX S¢NAGOGUE. 


CONSECRATION BY THE CHIEF RABBI. 

The Consecration of the Stepney Orthodox Synagogue, Stepney Green, took 
place last Sunday. The building, which was crowded to its utmost capacity, was 
consecrated by the Chief Rabbi. Before proceeding with the ceremony of con- 
secration, the commemoration stone was set by Mr. N. Fisher, a silver trowel 


having been handed to him by Rabbi Dr. Jung. 


Mr. Emanuel Marks, the Treasurer, who unveiled the tablet commemorat- 


ing the opening of the Synagogue, was presented with a silver trowel by Rabbi- 


Cherny ; and after having been presented by the Hon. Officers with a silver key, 
he declared the Synagogue open. In the lobby the commemoration stone was 
unveiled by Mr. H. Hofmeister, President of the Synagogue, to whom a silver 
trowel was presented by Mr. Weller, the Vice-President. 

The Rev. A. Katz, who was assisted by the choir of the Great Synagogue, con- 
ducted the service, and the Chief Rabbi delivered an address. ! 

Speaking in Yiddish, the Cuier Rapp said that every Jewish heart must 
rejoice that within a week that was the seconds synagogue conseérated in the 
metropolis. The greatest enemies of the Jews would have to admit the 
potentiality of Judaism, and if they came to curse they would, on beholding 
the spiritual force, exclaim, like Balaam, ‘‘ How goodly are thy tents, O Jacob, thy 
tabernacles, O Israel.” But good as the consecrationof new synagogues were, it was 
important to emphasise the fact that the main thing was the consecration of hearts. 
Synagogues were not built for the Almighty, who needed no particular buildings ; 
synagogues were built for Jews to make themselves holy therein. The consecra- 
tion must be in the heart, in the soul, of every Jew and Jewess. That was a 
primary condition of Judaism. The institution of a synagogue could only be of 
use when the child had been initiated into the laws of God and had been brought 
up in accordance with | 
| THE SPIRIT OF JUDAISM. 
The inculcation of the principles of Judaism into the minds and 
hearts of the young was a _ primary condition, an essential prelude 
to all other things. It was for that reason that the synagogue was 
ever closely bound together with Jewish learning, with Talmud Torah. And 
when he spoke of that essential condition he did not refer merely to the children 
of the poor, but also to the rich. There were many of the latter who believed 
that it was enough if they supported Talmud Torahs where others could study ; 
they were charitablé towards others, but that was not enough. They must be 
charitable to themselves, too, and give their own children a Jewish training. 
Supported by numerous quotations from the Bible, Talmud, and Midrash, the 
Chief Rabbi dealt with the main currents of Judaism, the qualities of justice, 
charity, and chastity, laying great stress on the latter, which had throughout 
history been the distinguishing Jewish quality. No other: woman was like the 
Jewish woman in purity and chastity. No other mother was like the Jewish 
mother in devotion and sacrifice for the child. Upon 

THE PURITY OF THE JEWISH HOME 

depended the present and the future of the Jewish people. There was a very old 
legend of the spark that fell from Heaven into the sea which had ever since been 
ina bellicose state and could never be calmed. The Jewish soul was a sea in which 
a spark had fallen thousands of years ago and made it an eternally living force. 
The Chief Rabbi concluded with an appeal to Jews to do their duty to 
the country in which they lived. He connected that duty with the 
quality and justice to which he had previously referred. It would 
have been wrong, he said, if duties were imposed upon the strangers 
in the land and not upon the natives. But since the laws of military 
service had been imposed upon those born in the land, it was but a just demand 
that those dwelling within the gates should perform the same duty, especially 
so when the alternative was deportation to their native country. Dr. Hertz 
ended with a prayer for an early peace.

A FINE MILITARY RECORD. 

The annual report of this Club states thatit is “very virile,” and that the tone is 
“good and healthy.” The Committee deplore the fact that the annual subscriptions and 
donations are still very small. There is a deficit of £72, to which has to be added £74 
carried forward from 1914, So far as has at present been ascertained there are 140 
mapagers and members, past and present, either serving with the colours or engaged 
on war work. As far back as December, 1914, there remained not a single member 
eligible for military service or attestment who had not offered himself for service. Not

Mr. ISRAEL COHEN, who was enthusiastically received, said that there were 
in Ruhleben and Wittenberg men who were broken in health and strength, the 
result-of the terrible privations they had to endure. They were obliged to wear 
badges of distinctiom at Ruhleben, where. were gathered a heterogeneous body— 
men of different classes of society, a regular motley group. There were four 
hundred Jews in the camp at the commencement of hostilities, but that number 
was now reduced to 250, They were all comrades but were often reminded that 
they were Jews. After a time they were removed to another camp, where they 
were told that kosher food would be provided. The restaurant had accommoda- 
tion for 100 men, but there were then some 300 Jews, and, in addition, their only 
means of exercise was a small paved yard. The Jews had to put up with a great 
deal of prejudice, and the remark, “There go the Jews,” was often heard. Still, 
they showed how they could live down that prejudice. A magazine was published 
in. the camp containing jokes against the Jews, and on a protest being made the 
accusations ceased. A meeting was held to protest against the anti-Semitism that 
had broken out among the British prisoners of war in the camp. That anti- 
Semitism, said Mr, Cohen, in conclusion, was being felt nearer home. The right 
of liberty for the Jewish race was what was needed when peace was proclaimed.

Prize Distributions. 


| HAYES INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. ; 

The annual distribution of prizes at the Hayes Certified School for Jewish Boys was 
held last week. Mr. Lewis Solomon, F.R.1.B.A., one of the managers, presided, and 
Mrs. Solomon performed the ceremony of distribution. Although the function did not 
assume the public character which was the custom before the war, there was a good 
attendance of visitors. Among those present were Sir John Dickinson, Chief Metro- 
politan Police Magistrate, and Mr, G, L. Denman, acolleague. The proceedings began 
with Swedish drill and gymnastic marches by the boys, followed by songs. 

The CHAIRMAN, in addressing the gathering, said that 102 were now in the school. 
Mr. Marcus Sewill, C.C., who had been elected on the Board of Managers, had 
signalised the event by using his good offices in obtaining for. the schoola grant of £50 
from the Corporation of the City of London. The reduced staff were doing extra work, 
and doing it willingly, for the good of the institution. As regards Mr, Ellis, Superin- 
tendent, he (the Chairman) could not speak too highly of that gentleman's work. He 
was President of the Society of Superintendents, and that was an hanour which reflected 
credit on the school. Dealing with the financial affairs of the school, the Chairman 
said that the deficit was now £1,400. They had, it was true, received a bequest of 
£1,000, but the capital could not be touched, and the interest had to be used for the 
after-care of the children, The Managers kept in touch with them, very often till they 
were five-and-twenty years of age. Over seventy of their old boys were serving with the 
forees. (Applause.) | 


Mr. M. A. Spi¢LMAN, Chairman of the Managers, said that there had been thirty- 


five admissions during the year and twenty-one boys had had licences for discharge. | 


Since the school opened 230 boys had left, and tor seventy-three to have enlisted was a 
very good proportion. Speaking on the finances, Mr. Spielman corrected an impression 
ibat it had been said at the start that it was hoped the school would be self-supporting. 
What had been stated was, that it was confidently expected the burden would ultimately. 
have to be borne only to a small extent by the community. The school was a Govern- 
ment institution, and the idea was that the community would not be called upon for 
large subscriptions, but the amount received from the local authorities did not cover 
the cost; therefore they were obliged to ask for the support of the community. 


The appeal recently issued by the Managers has so far produced £140; but a con- 
siderable sum is still needed. ;

I wish Knightsbridge could have seen the ripping—unfor- 
tunate term !—knickers made for little Aby out of father’s discarded ‘‘ Prince 
Albert,” and the glorious frocks, with a few pardonable frills of butter mushin, - 
with which saucy Sarah subsequently electrified her comrades at Betts Street 
School. It is possible to imagine some of our tired Ghetto mothers conning these 
“wonderful” Knightsbridge exhibits, and observing, with eloquent emphasis, 
that “Queen Anne's dead!” Let it not be imagined, though, that the economic 
position of many of our Ghetto dwellers has not altered for the better. Some 
appear to be in possession of a veritable lamp of Aladdin. | 


One observes these transformations with amaze. There comes to my mind 
the case of a small sub-contractor occupying a tiny workshop in the neighbour- 
hood of Commercial Road. Two years ago, the paying of the weekly wage-bill 
was something of a struggle, business was none too bright. To-day—all this in 
the space of two short years—this same sub-contractor whirls around the town in 
a high-powered motor-car ; is the owner of a freehold house and a huge factory 
witha mighty weekly pay-roll. When in the little attic workshop off the Com- 
mercial Koad, his orthodoxy was something inspiring to witness. I saw this same 
individual, plumper and happier, the other afternoon, outside his newly acquired 
residence. He was seated in his motor and smoking acigar. But alas! it was 


Saturday. When the geld comes in at the door, froomkeit ever flies out of the 
window ! 


Apart from this aspect of the matter, the case illustrates the creation of an 
entirely new class, as the result of perfectly legitimate industrial opportunities 
afforded by the war. The progress of this new class, and its influence upon the 
communal weal, will be watched with interest by many of us. Personally, I con- 
fess to a feeling of considerable disquiet at the effect of this financially-emancipated 
element upon public opinion. So long as Ostentation—with a capital O—is kept 
within reasonable limits, well and good. Otherwise, adverse opinion is bound to 
react upon our people as a whole, and in none-too-pleasant fashion. 


Those of my cherished friends*who have been through the ordeal of the 
army medical examination, have, one and all, been placed in the category of 
‘* sedentary duties.” These duties are varied and range from service in the-cook- 
house to sentry-go. I hear that if these gentry have their choice, they will make 
for the cook-house, toa man. After all, may it not be that “the pam is mightier 
than the sword”? Seriously, I know of at least three recruits who are taking 
occasional lessons in cookery, and who—O tell it not in Gath !—are making such 
awfully slow, and expensive, progress, that their respective better halves are 
almost in despair. It would be rather hard, in the light of these gas-stove 
tribulations, if these embryo Escoffiers were put to scrubbing floors ! 


Do you know what the “ Fillums” are? The term puzzled the writer when 
first brought to his notice. “Fillums,” translated into Anglo-Saxon, means just 
“Films.” It's only the East End way of referring to an industry in which every 
third man one meets appears to have an interest. Remarkable how the Jewish 
element has overspread the film business. It has caught hold of Anglo-Israel 
like an epidemic, and in the mad rush for participation in its thousand ventures, 
all the one-time hopes of presiding over the destinies of a tavern of their own, 
have been thrown remorselessly overboard. It’s the “Fillums” to-day for the 
folk with ambitions. | 

With the advent of a transformed Old Montague Street, once a locality of small 
spaces and a multiplicity of odours, it occurs to the Rector of Whitechapel, the 
Rev. G. M. Hanks, that a certain portion of vacant space rendered possible by 
the demolition of the unsavoury courts, might, pending building operations, be 
utilised for the growing of flowers. This is a very attractive proposition, to be 
sure. The very thought of flowers a-blossom in Old Montague Street is distinctly 
exhilarating, And yet, in spite of the absence of air in the Old Montague Street 
of yesterday, the standard of health was surprisingly favourable. It may have 
been that familiarity engendered contempt for hygienic standards, , 


As to this potential Garden of Eden, local opinion favours the cultivation ot 
‘vegetablés rather than flowers, in which case, Old Montague Street may yet 
revert to the pastoral pursuits ofits forbears, and sally forth in the cool of the 
evening to tend its “turmuts” anditscabbages. It doesnot appear that the vacant 
land is sufficient for the parcelling-out of small holdings, so that, pending the 
consideration of any definite scheme, Old Montague Street is conducting experi- 
mental farming operations on its respective window-sills.
